Quad-City Public Played Key Role In 
Speeding Establishment Of University 

Importance of individual voters' actions is 
illustrated by the progress currently being made on 
construction plans at the Southwestern Campus of 
Southern Illinois University. If citizens had not re¬ 
sponded overwhelmingly in the November I960 
state bond election, after raising funds to buy the 
land, the new campus would not be nearly so close 
to reality. 

It was known earlier that the university build¬ 
ings would be both functional and flexible, but 
their beauty could not be fully envisioned until 
photographs of the architectural models were made 
public last week. Making full use of a bluff plateau 
overlooking a sweeping valley, the central aca¬ 
demic area will rival that of virtually any institution 
of higher learning, from any standpoint.

High Time That Zoning Hearings Be 
Allowed To Dwell On Valid Issues 

The time has come—in fact, it is long overdue 
—for a higher level of discussion at the series of 
Madison county zoning hearings. Questions an¬ 
swered 16 times already are hardly still pertinent 
for the 17th hearing, unless they are merely being 
asked for effect. Perhaps tomorrow's session in Na- 
meoki township can start a new trend, with the talk 
centering on valid points. 

Tactics used by a small group of zoning foes 
are insulting to the residents of each township, who 
would realize it if they gave it more thought. Or if 
they attended the hearings themselves. In keeping 
false issues alive, the opponents take it for granted 
that they have a gullible, uninformed group to 
manipulate. On this assumption, they proceed to 
spread doubts and fears while passing out written 
questions to be used in creating confusion at pend¬ 
ing hearings. 

For the record, county zoning is not being 
proposed by people who stand to profit from 
it; instead the entire public will benefit. Zoning 
will not cause higher taxes and, with it in effect, 
growth can be orderly rather than haphazard, 
property values can be protected and new industry 
can be attracted, providing more jobs and helping 
hold the line on taxes through an expanded assess¬ 
ment base. It is well to note that the Godfrey 
area has just failed to attract a large new plant be¬ 
cause of the absence of county zoning. 

Zoning in no way curbs the rights or liberties 
of anyone. When a proper land use is described by 
a worried land owner at one of the hearings, the 
answer invariably has been that he would be en¬ 
tirely free to do as he wishes. 

It should be remembered that zoning has no 
effect on current usage, other than establishing set¬ 
back lines; residents of farming areas, in particu¬ 
lar, have absolutely nothing to fear, and most of 
them probably would not even come in contact 
with the regulations during the next 50 or 100 
years. Mineral rights, for example, can always be 
exercised by the owner. The only one adversely 
affected would be some unscrupulous person plan¬ 
ning a future land use that would detract from the 
value of neighboring property. 

If there has been any bright spot in the hear¬ 
ings held so far. it has been the lack of changes pro¬ 
posed in the zoning maps and ordinance. Evident¬ 
ly, a generally good job has been done in the word¬ 
ing and district lines. Madison county citizens ought
